Trees cannot grow with- 1 
out water and air. They die when 
their root systems are trimmed too 
much and streets and sidewalks are 
solid and smooth with modern paving 
materials. The centers of business in 
most Pennsylvania towns are ugly 
and barren and uninviting because of 
just such over-zealousness of local 
officials. In comparison I refer our 
Highway Committee to New England 
villages — rich with attractive trees 
and shrubbery. 

It is true that in material things 
the borough of Narberth has now 
reached the point where there is little 
improving left to do. The proper 
course then is not to be busy with 
trivialities, but to devote some time 
and thought to those things which 
will make life richer, pleasanter and 
more beautiful for the whole com- 
munity. What about drainage? Can 
anything be done to prevent over- 
flowing of lawns, and washing out of 
gardens, and flooding of cellars as is 
regular occurence in some sections? 
What about a snow removal program 
from sidewalks such as the borough 
enjoyed when we still used horses 
instead of motor trucks? 

Is there a public planning group* 
looking ahead for increased recrea- 
tion facilities for our growing popu- 
lation? Could we have a public swim- 



A special 5-year study of motor 
vehicle fatalities just completed by 
the Bureau of Highway Safety em- 
phasizes the extreme hazard of walk- 
ing on the roadway especially if the 
pedestrian is not alert and watchful 
for his own safety, Boardman said.

May 17 this year, when a total of 
4,157,232 eligible voters registered in 
all parties. Of the registrants 51.5 
per cent were Republicans, 48.5 per 
cent Democrats. Despite lively con- 
tests in both major parties, approxi- 
mately 1,500,000 of those Pennsyl- 
vanians who registered to vote in the 
primary neglected to cast their ballot. 
Of the registrations voted in the May 
17 primary, Republicans cast approxi- 
mately 67 per cent, Democrats 63 per 
cent. 

Estimates are made that from 600,- 
000 to 700,000 new voters are coming 
of age this year in time to partici- 
pate in the November general elec- 
tion, if they register.
